DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The text of those sections of Title 35,U.S.Code not included in this section can be. 
found in the prior office action. 

2. The prior office actions are incorporated herein by reference. In particular, the 
observations with respect to claim language, and response to previously 
presented arguments. 

3. Claims 1-59 are pending. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 , 23, 45 and 46 filed 06/14/2006 
have been fully considered but they only persuasive in the light of limitations of 
claims 22 and 44. Therefore the rejections of claims 22 and 44 have been 
withdrawn. Incorporation of limitations of claims 22 and 44 into independent 
claims 1 and 23 respectively; and the same exact or similar (without deleting any 
concept of the limitations of the claims 22 or 44) limitations added to independent 
claims 45 and 46 would result in allowance of claims 1 -50. 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 51 , 55 and 59 filed 06/14/2006 have 
been fully considered but they only persuasive in the light of limitations of claims 
52 and 56 in that respect that the question of relative to a reference point be 
overcome in a specific manner since the claim language as it is written is broad 
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enough that the start code at the beginning of the VOP is a relative reference 
point with respect to others in that stream. Therefore the arguments become 
persuasive in the light of the limitations of claims 52 and 56. The rejection of 
claims 52 and 56 has been withdrawn. Incorporation of limitations of claims 52 
and 56 into independent claims 51 and 56 respectively; and the same exact or 
similar (without deleting any concept of the limitations of the claims 52 or 56) 
limitations added to independent claim 59 would result in allowance of claims 51- 
59. 

6. If the above suggestions are implemented by the applicant, and the final search 
on the date the proper amendments are received result in no other prior art that 
reads on applicant's claim, then the application would be allowed based on the 
conditions set forth above. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. Claims 1-21, 23-43, 45-51, 53, 55, 57 and 59 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Lin et al (2002/20122490 A1). 

Examiner has pointed out particular references contained in the prior arts of record in the body 
of this action for the convenience of the applicant. Although the specified citations are 
representative of the teachings in the art and are applied to the specific limitations within the 
individual claim, other passages and figures may apply as well. Applicant should consider the 
entire prior art as applicable as to the limitations of the claims.

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teaching all or part of the claimed invention, as well as the context of the passage as taught by 
the prior arts or disclosed by the examiner.
